Principal fisheries:  Largemouth bass, Yellow perch, and chain pickerel  
 
This shallow pond does not thermally stratify during the summer. A lack of coldwater habitat and the 
presence of competing and predatory warmwater fish severely limit opportunities to manage for coldwater 
fish. Water quality is well suited for warmwater fish, which are the focus of management. This pond has a 
reputation for its’ abundant pickerel population. 
 
A state sponsored boat launch is located near the outlet dam. 
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
